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certain crucial moments, you have not seen what was actually there in 
your experience; you have seen an image projected by your own long- 
ing and patterned on the great mystics. For example, because you do 
not remember a moment when you said Yes to you do not know what, 
you cannot know of your own knowledge that there was such a mo- 
ment; instead, you see in yourself what certain mystics saw in them- 
selves, looking at yourself as you would have us lesser creatures look at 
you.” 

All the same, though he was held from spiritual greatness by that 
gravest of modern ills, self-consciousness—a sickness to which Protes- 
tants are especially liable—it is a great pity that he could not have 
been, in power as well as in position, “the secular pope of the world,” 
for it is likely to be a long long time before the world has for its su- 
preme chairman another man of the calibre of this one, who may not 
have been saintly as he wished to be but who was surely good. “Per- 
haps it may be of interest to somebody to learn about a path about 
which the traveler who was committed to it did not wish to speak while 
he was alive.” 
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
